Some 
of the other ships’ anchors began 
to snap and they would go bob­ 
bing off toward shore and sure 
destruction. So many ships had 
broke anchor that they began to 
pound into one another and to 
break to pieces, and pile up on the 
beach. We could see the men try­ 
ing to escape, but they w^ere most­ 
ly swept out to sea. Only just now 
their bodies have begun to wash 
ashore. Many of the ships have n o t; 
been accounted for. The bells on 
the bouys w'ere 
ringing madly.'
